•unipany’N works, Germany. Heavy fly­ 
wheels, driven at high velocities, oh 
vionsly present dangers 
of 
breaking 
a s u n d e r from the great centrifugal force 
developed. 
The wheel at the factory 
mentioned consists of a cast iron huh or 
boss, to which two steel plate disks or 
checks, about 
20 feet in diameter, are 
Ixilted. 
The js-rijtheral space between 
the- disks is filled in w ith some 70 tons 
of No. 5 steel wire, completely wound 
round the huh, and the tensile resistanee 
thus obtained is far superior to any cast 
ing. 
This huge flywheel is driven at a 
speed of 240 revolutions per minute, or 
a peripheral velocity of alsmt 2.8 miles
